“He would have sold well any- 
way,” said Robin Bridgeman, 
manager of Jones and Harris, 
who believes Hicks’ arrest has 
had little effect on the album’s ' 
popularity.

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Prisoner’s jailhouse rap 
attracts cult following

VALLEJIO — A rapper who 
had little success before he was 
locked up is becoming a cult 
hero behind bars, cranking out 
raps as he awaits trial on rob- 
bery charges. 

Andre Hicks, 22, who goes 
by the moniker Mac Dre, has 
seen his popularity soar since 
his arrest in March. Police say 
Hicks was part of a foiled rob- 
bery attempt in Fresno. 

He’s grabbed a lot of atten- 
tion with a cassette recording 
of a jailhouse rap that’s been 
released in record stores 
around the San Francisco Bay 
Area, Mac Dre stickers and 
posters are popping up all over 
the place and disc jockeys are 
clamoring for interviews. 

Sales of his existing tapes 
and compact discs have 
boomed. 

But the rap artist says he’s 
miserable. 

“I’m just getting tired of be- 
ing here,” Hicks said in a tele- 
phone interview with the Con- 
tra Costa Times from jail. “It 
kind of gets to me. They try to 
keep me quiet.” 

His jail-house tape’s title 
track, “Back N da Hood,” ex- 
presses his feelings about be- 
ing locked up: 

“They try to keep me down, 
keep me in a ditch, but the only 
thing they doin’ is makin’ me 
rich,” Hicks raps. 

Investigators said they are 


looking into whether Hicks can 
legally profit from record sales 
of the tape. 

Hicks told the Times he 
made the recordings over the 
phone from jail. 

“My producer hooked it up.” 

After the taping, the produc- 
er mixed and polished the per- 
formance. The five-song tape is 
now on sale for $5.99, along 
with $10 T-shirts and $12 caps. 

Much of the tape expresses 
outrage through X-rated jabs at 
the Vallejo Police Department, 
even naming a specific detec- 
tive. 

Hicks said that although his 
neighborhood in Vallejo has its 
share of crime, he is not a 
criminal. He said the police 
spent a lot of time harassing 
him nonetheless. 

Since the rapper landed be- 
hind bars, about 25,000 Mac 
Dre tapes have sold, according 
to his producer, who goes by 
the name of Khayree. 

' Police, however, said Hicks 
has an extensive arrest record 
for alleged crimes ranging 
from public intoxication to 
weapons and drug incidents. 
Rick Nichelman, the detective 
named in one of Hick’s record- 
ings, said some of the charges 
are pending and others have 
been dropped. 

“It’s ridiculous to think every 
one of those (run-ins with po- 
lice) is fabricated by the police 
department,” Nichelman said.

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Rap fills l^'resno cbiiitroom 
during bank robbery trial 


■ Defense lawyers 
expected to present 
evidence starting today.

For three minutes Monday the 
normally somber federal court- 
room of Judge Robert Coyle 
pulsed to a rap beat. 

Prosecutors had cued rapper 
Mac Dre’s “Back N da Hood” as 
I part of their effort to show the 
musician’s connection to an al- 
leged plot to rob a Fresno bank. 

“The bank was robbed, and I 
fit the description,” Mac Dre 
rapped. Members of the, couirt- 
room audience and some jurors 
nodded their heads to the hard 
beat. 

“Man, you can’t even find 
who’s been robbin’ you blind. 
You had to blame somebody . . . 
So you’re going to frame some- 
body,” he said in the song, titled 
“Prnik Police.” 

Both sides 

While prosecutors are attempt- 
ing to tie the rap music into a 
bank-robbery conviction, defense 


attorneys for Mac Dre — also 
known as Andre Hicks — are 
expected' to build their case, in 
part, on the theory that police 
targeted Hicks after he released 
rap songs critical of them. 

Hicks and two other men were 
arrested in March after Vallejo 
police followed them to Fresno. 

Authorities believe Hicks is 
part of a loosely organized gang 
known as the Romper Room 
Gang, which takes its name from 
a popular Vallejo-area rap group. 
The gang is suspected in several 
Area bank and pizza parlor 
robberies that took place last 
summer. 

Controversial tapes 

As a rapper, Hicks has re- 
leased two controversial tapes, 
including “Hood,” which con- 
tains lyrics critical of the Vallejo 
Police Department. 

In “Punk Police” Hicks goes as 
far as naming a giecific officer 
and taunting him. 

Authorities say an informant 
told Valiko police that the tibree 
men planned to drive to Fresno 
to rob a Bank of America 
branch. 




The informant, who wore a 
concealed recording device and / - 
rode with the men to Fresno, 
agreed to testify in the case. ^ 

The men stayed in a Fresno ' f/ 
motel March 26 and 27, but no j / 
bank was robbed. 

As many as 35 Fresno police, 
officers, sheriffs deputies, FBI 
agents and Vallejo detectives 
tracked the men as they drove 
around Fresno for two days. 

During that time, Hicks, *21, 

Jamal David Diggs, 20 and Si- 
mon Curtis Nelson, Jr., drove in 
a loop that mainly ran up and 
down Stanislaus and Fresno 
streets. 

At one time, th^ pulled into a j 
bank parking lot but apparently 
were spooked after sighting a 
television camera crew. 

They were arrested about 60 
miles north of Los Banos shortly 
after leaving Fresno. 

Prosecutors rested their case 
in U.S. District Court on Monday 
after playing the rap song to the

George L. O’Connell, United States Attorney for the Eastern District of 
California announced today that a Fresno jury found Andre Louis Hicks, aka 
"Mac Dre", Jamal David Diggs, and Simon Curtis Nelson guilty of conspiracy 
to commit armed bank robbery. Diggs and Nelson were also found guilty of 
attempted bank robbery. 

On March 25, 1992, the defendants were surveilled by law enforcement 
officers to "case" numerous Fresno banks. The next morning, Diggs and 
Nelson drove to the Bank of America to rob it when television news vehicles 
appeared in the bank parking lot thus foiling the robbery. When the defendants 
were arrested, masks, gloves, and a semi-automatic handgun were seized. 

Sentencing is set for January 11, 1992, before the Honorable Robert E. 
Coyle. Hicks faces a maximum penalty of five years imprisonment and a 
potential fine of $250,000. Diggs and Nelson face maximum penalties of 25 
years imprisonment and potential fines of $250,000 on each count.

For three minutes Monday the 
normally somber federal court- 
room of Judge Robert Coyle 
pulsed to a rap beat. 

Prosecutors had cued rapper 
Mac Dre’s “Back N da Hood” as 
part of their effort to show the 
musician’s connection to an al- 
leged plot to rob a Fresno bank. 

“The bank was robbed, and I 
fit the description,” Mac Dre 
rapped. Members of the court- 
room audience and some jiurors 
nodded their heads to the hard 
beat. 

“Man, you can’t even find 
who’s been robbin’ you blind. 
You had to blame somebody . . . 
So you’re going to frame some- 
body,” he said in tiie song, titled 
“Punk Police.” 

Both sides 

While prosecutors are attempt- 
ing to tie the rap music into a 
bank-robbeiy conviction, defense 


attorneys for Mac Dre — also 
known as Andre Hicks — are 
expected to build their case, in 
part, on' the theory that police 
targeted Hicks after he released 
rap songs critical of them. 

Hicks and two other men were 
arrested in March after Vallejo 
police followed them to Fresno. 

Authorities believe Hicks is 
part of a loosely organized gang 
known as the Romper Room 
Gang, which takes its name from 
a popular Vallejo-area rap group. 
The gang is suspected in several 
Bay Area bank and pizza parlor 
robberies that took place last 
summer. 

Controversial tapes 

As a rapper, Hicks has re- 
leased two controversial tapes, 
including “Hood,” which con- 
tains lyrics crificsd of the Vallejo 
Police Department 

In “Punk Police” Hicks goes as 
for as naming a specific officer 
and taxmting him. 

Authorities s^ an informant 
told Vallejo police that the three 
men planned to drive to Fresno 
to rob a Bank of America 
branch. 


The informant, who wore a 
concealed recording device and 
rode with the men to Fresno, 
agreed to testify in the case. 

The men stayed in a Fresno 
motel March 26 and 27, but no 
bank was robbed. 

As many as 35 Fresno police 
officers, sheriffs deputies, FBI 
agents and Vallejo detectives 
tracked the men as they drove 
around Fresno for two days. 

During that time, Hicks, 21, 
Jamal David Diggs, 20 and Si- 
mon Curtis Nelson, Jr., drove in 
a loop that mainly ran up and 
down Stanislaus and FVesno 
streets. 

At one time, they pulled into a 
bank parking lot but apparently 
were spooked after sighting a 
television camera crew. 

They were arrested about 60 
miles north of Los Banos shortly 
after leaving Fresno. 

Prosecutors rested their case 
in U.S. District Court on Monday 
after playing the rap song to the 
jurors. 

Defense lawyers are expected 
to present evidence today and 
Wednesday that Hicks was in 
Fresno visiting firiends.

A Fresno jury convicted Bay Area rap sing- 
er Mac Dre and two friend Thursday of 
conspiring to rob a Fresno bank in Mai^. 

Co-defendants Jamal D. Diggs, 21, and Si- 
mon Curtis Nelson Jr., both of Vallejo, were 
pnvicted also of attempted robbery. Dre, 
Whose real name is Andre Hicl^, was 
(iharged only with conspiracy because he was 
hot with the others when their aborted at- 
tempt occurred. 

i Dre’s lawyer, C. Don Clay of Oakland, said 
'in U.S. District Coml that his client had 
been targeted ly authorities because he had 
j’ecorded anti-police rap music. One song, 
called “Punk Police,” made references to 
gomeone being framed by the police. 

1 Relatives of the three African-Americans 
complained afterward that the verdict was 
imfair because it came from an all-white, 
'middle-aged jury. 

Betty Diggs, mother of Jamal Diggs, said, 
Tm 41 years old; and there wasn’t one

person younger (iian me on that jury, and 
my son is 21.” 

She said. Vallejo police had tried to set up 
the trio for months and finally used an in- 
formant to lure them to Fresno, where the 
chances of conviction were higher. 

“The police wanted an all-white jury. They 
wanted an old jury to convict these boys,” 
she said, while other relatives nodded in 
agreement. 

“This is another Simi Valley,” she said, 
referring to the location of the Rodney Ring 
police brutality trial that sparked the Los 
Angeles riots in April. 

Assistant US. Attorney William S. Wong 
replied, “They came to Fresno all on their 
own.” 

Vallejo police said Dre was affiliated with a 
Vallejo-area gang suspected of robbing sever- 
al banks and pizza parlors last year. 

According to testimony, the trio came to 
Fresno March 26 with a fomiih man, an 
informant who was wearing a secret trans- 
mitter monitored by Vallejo police and the 
FBI. 

The first day, all four drove around down- 
town Fresno, apparently scouting banks to 




rob, while being foUowed ly numerous law 
enforcement agents. 

The group repeated the process March 27 
but without Dre, who remained in a Fresno 
motel rooih. i 

They settled on a Bank of America branch ' 
at Fresno and G streets, pulled into the 
parking lot and started to put on stocking 
masks, butichanged their minds, according to 
testimony. Authorities believed they were 
scared off because they had seen a television 
news crew that was filmin g the surveillance. 

After pickit^ up Dre at the motel, the 
armed men left Fresno, only to be stopped 
and arrested near Los Banos. 

Clay, Dre’s lawyer, said the rapper was in 
Fresno to visit some women he had met 
whUe performing in a Pbresno concert a few 
weeks earlier. 

Jurors, however, heard Dre discussing the 
robt^ery on tape-recorded conversations 
picked up by the informant’s transmitter. 

The rap singer faces as much as five years 
in prison while the others face as much as 25 
years.
